THE COMPANIES (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1999 
No. 21 OF 1999 

( 1st April, 1999 .) 


An Act further to amend the Companies Act, 1956 . 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Fiftieth Ycar of the Republic of India as 
follows: 

1. (1 ) This Act may be called the Companies (Amendment) Act, 1999. 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 31st day of October, 1998.

Provided that the buy-back of equity shares in any financial year shall 
not exceed twenty -five per cent, of its total paid -up equity capital in that 
financial year; 


( d ) the ratio of the debt owed by the company is not more than twice the 
capital and its free reserves after such buy -back : 


Provided that the Central Government may prescribe a higher ratio of 
the debt than that specified under this clause for a class or classes of companies, 


Explanation . For the purposes of this clause , the expression " debt" 
includes all amounts of unsecured and secured debts ; 


(e ) all the shares or other specified securities for buy -back are fully 
paid -up; 


) the buy-back of the sharcs or other specified securities listed on any 
recognised stock exchange is in accordance with the regulations made by the 
Securities and Exchange Board of India in this behalf ; 


(8 ) the buy -back in respect of shares or other specified securities other 
than those specified in clause ( ) is in accordance with the guidelines as may 
bo prescribed , 
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(3 ) The notice of the meeting at which special resolution is proposed to be 
passed shall be accompanied by an explanatory statement stating -- 

(a ) a full and complcte disclosure of all material facts ; 
(b ) the necessity for the buy - back ; 
(c ) tho class of security intended to be purchased under the buy -back ; 
(d ) the amount to be invested under the buy - back ; and 

(e ) the time limit for coinpletion of buy -back . 
( 4) Every buy -back shall be completed within twelve months from the date of 
passing the special resolution under clause (b ) of sub-section (2 ). 
(5) The buy -back under sub -section ( 1) may be 

( a ) froin the existing security holders on a proportionate basis; or 
(b ) from the open market; or 

(c) from odd lots , that is 10 say, where the lot of securities of a public 
company , whose shares are listed on a recognised stock exchange , is smaller 
than such marketable lot, as may be specified by the stock exchange; or 

( d ) by purchasing the securities issued to employees of the company 
pursuant to a scheme of stock option or sweat equiiy. 

(0 ) Where a company has passed a special resolution under clause (b) of suh 
section (2 ) to buy -back its own shares or other securities under this section , it shall , 
before making such buy- back , file with the Registrar and the Securities and Exchange 
Board of India a declaration of solvency in the form as may be prescribed and 
verified hy an affidavit to the effect that the Board has made a full inquiry into the 
affairs of the company as a result of which they have formed an opinion that it is 
capable of meeting its liabilities and will not be rendered insolvent within a period 
of one year of the date of declaration adopted by the Board , and signed by at least 
two directors of the company , one of whom shall be the managing director, if any : 

Provided that no declaration of solvency shall be filed with the Securities and 
Exchange Board of India by a company whose shares are not listed on any recognised 
stock exchange. 

(7 ) Where a company buys -back its own securities, it shall extinguish and 
physically destroy the securities so bought-hack within seven days of the last date of 
completion of buy -back . 

(8 ) Where a company completes a buy -back of its shares or other specified 
securities under this section , it shall not make further issue of the same kind of 
shares (including allotinent of further shares under clause (u ) of sub - section ( 1) of 
section 81) or other specified securities within a period of twenty- fourmonths except 
by way of bonus issue or in thc discharge of subsisting obligations such as conversion 
of warrants, stock option schemes, sweat equity or conversion of preference shares 
or debentures into equity shares. 

( 9 ) Where a company buys-back its securities under this section , it shall 
maintain a register of the securities so bought, the consideration paid for the securities 
bought-back , the date of cancellation of securities, the date of extinguishing and 
physically destroying of securities and such other particulars as may be prescribed . 

(10 ) A company shall , after the completion of the buy-back under this section , 
file with the Registrar and the Securities and Exchange Board of India , a return 
containing such particulars relating to the buy -back within thirty days of such 
completion , as may be prescribed : 

Provided that no return shall be filed with the Securities and Exchange Board 
of India by a company whose shares are not listed on any recognised stock exchange.

(11) If a company makes default in complying with the provisions of this 
section or any rules made thereunder, or any regulations made under clause of 
sub -section ( 2), the company or any officer of the company who is in default shall 
be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend to two years , or with 
fine which may extend to fifty thousand rupees, or with both , 
Explanation .

(b ) the resolution specifies the number of shares, currentmarket price , 
consideration , if any, and the class or classes of directors or employees to 
whom such equity shares are to be issued ; 

(c) not less than one year has, at the date of the issue, elapsed since the 
date on which the company was entitled to commence business; 

(d ) the sweat equity shares of a company, whose equity shares are listed 
on a recognised stock exchange, are issued in accordance with the regulations 
made by the Securities and Exchange Board of India in this behalf : 

Provided that in the case of a company whosc equity shares are not 
listed on any recognised stock exchange, the sweat equity shares are issued in 
accordance with the guidelines as may be prescribed . 

Explanation 1. For the purposes of this sub - section , the expression “ a 
company " means the company incorporated , formed and registered under this Act 
and includes its subsidiary company incorporated in a country outside India .

( 3 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in any other law for the time being in 
force or in any disposition , whether testamentary or otherwise , in respect of such 
shares in , or debentures of, the company, where a nomination made in the prescribed 
manner purports to confer on any person the right to vest the shares in , or debentures 
of, the company , the nominee shall , on the death of the shareholder or holder of 
debentures of, the company or, as the case may be , on the death of the joint holders 
become entitled to all the rights in the shares or debentures of the company or, as the 
case may be , all the joint holders , in relation to such shares in , or debentures of the 
company to the exclusion of all other persons, unless the nomination is varied or 
cancelled in the prescribed manner. 


(4 ) Where the nominee is a minor, it shall be lawful for the holder of the 
shares, or holder of debentures, to make the nomination to appoint, in the prescribed 
manner , any person to become entitled to shares in , or dcbentures of, the company , 
in the event of his death , during theminority . 


109B ( 1) Any person who becomes a nominee by virtuc of the provisions of 
section 109A , upon the production of such evidence as may be required by the 
Board and subject as hereinafter provided , elect, either --

case may be; or 


(b ) to make such transfer of the share or debenture, as the case may be , 
as the deceased shareholder or debenture holder, as the case may be , could 
have made . 

(2 ) If the person being a nomince, so becoming entitled , elects to be registered 
as holder of the share or debenture , himself, as the case may be, he shall deliver or 
send to the company a notice in writing signed by him stating that he so clects and 
such notice shall be accompanied with the death certificate of the deceased 
shareholder or debenture holder, as the case may be .

Explanation . -- For the removal of doubts, it is hereby declared that no claims 
shall lie against the Fund or the company in respect of individual amounts which 
werc unclaimed and unpaid for a period of seven years froin the dates that they first 
became due for payment and no payment shall be made in respect of any such 
claims. 

(3 ) The Fund shall be utilised for promotion of investors awareness and 
protection of the interests of investors in accordance with such rules as may be 
prescribed . 

(4) The Central Government shall , hy notification in the Official Gazette, 
specify an authority or committee , with such members as the Central Government 
may appoint, to administer the Fund, and maintain separate accounts and other 
relevant records in relation to the Fund in such form as may be prescribed in 
consultation with the Comptroller and Auditor-General of India . 

(5 ) It shall be competent for the authority or committee appointed under sub -section 
( 4) to spend moneys out of the Fund for carrying out the objects for which the Fund has 
been cstablished . .

(ii) the amount, terms and purpose of the investment or loan or security 
or guarantee ; 

(iii) the date on which the investment or loan has been mado; and

(6 ) The particulars of investment, loan , guarantee or security referred to in 
clause (a ) shall be entered chronologically in the register aforesaid within seven 
days of themaking of such investment or loan , or the giving of such guarantee or the 
provision of such security , 

(6 ) The register referred to in sub -section (5) shall be kept at the registered 
offico of the company concemod and 

(a ) shall be open to inspection at such office; and 

(b ) extracts may be taken therefrom and copies thereof may be required , 
by any member of the company to the same extent, in the same manner, and on 
payment of the same fees as in the case of the register ofmembers of the company ; 
and the provisions of section 163 shall apply accordingly . 

( 7 ) The Central Goverarnent may prescribe guidelines for the purposes of this 
section . 
(8) Nothing contained in this section shall apply,- - 

(a ) to any loan made, any guarantee givul or any security provided or 
any investment made by 

(i) a banking company, or an insurance company, or a housing 
finance company in the ordinary course of its business, or a company 
established with the object of financing industrial enterprises , or of 
providing infrastructural facilities; 
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( ii) a company whosc principal business is the acquisition of shares, 
stock , debentures or other securities ; 

iii) a private company, unless it is a subsidiary of a public company; . 
(b ) to investment made in shares allotted in pursuance of clause (a ) of 
sub- section ( 1) of section 81; 

(c ) lo any loan made by a holding company to its wholly owned 
subsidiary ; 

(d ) to any guarantee given or any security provided by a holding company 
in respect of loan made to its wholly owned subsidiary ; or 

(e ) to acquisition by a holding company, by way of subscription , 
purchases or otherwise, the securities of its wholly owned subsidiary . 

(9 ) If default is made in complying with the provisions of this section , other 
than sub -section (5 ), the company and every officer of the company who is in default 
shall be punishable with imprisonment which may extend to two years or with fine 
which may extend to fifty thousand rupees; 

Provided that where any such loan or any loan in connection with which any 
such guarantee or security has been given , or provided by the company, has been 
repaid in full , no punishment by way of imprisonment shall be imposed under this 
sub -section , and where such loan has boen repaid in part, the maximum punishment 
which may be imposed under this sub - section by way of imprisonment shall be 
appropriately reduced : 

Provided further that all persons who are knowingly parties to any such 
contravention shall be liable , jointly and severally , to the company for the repayment 
of the loan or for making good the same which the company may have been called 
upon to pay by virtue of the guarantee given or the securities provided by such 
company 

( 10 ) II default is made in complying with the provisions of sub -section (5), the 
company and every officer of the company who is in default shall be punishable 
with fine which may extend to five thousand rupecs and also with a further fine 
which may extend to five hundred rupees for every day after the first day during 
which the default continues . 
Explanation . — For the purposes of this section, 

(a ) " loan " includes debenturos or any deposit of money made by one 
company with another company, not being a banking company , 

(b ) " free reserves" means those reserves which , as per the latest audited 
balance sheet of the company, are free for distribution as dividend and shall 
include balance to the credit of the securities premium account but shall not 

include share application money. . 
20 . In section 642 of the principal Act, after sub - section (3 ), the following sub 
section shall be inserted , namely :--- 

" (4) Every regulation made by the Securities and Exchange Board of India 
under this Act shall be laid , as soon as may be after it is made, before cach House of 
Parliament, while it is in session , for a total period of thirty days which may be 
comprised in one session or in two or more successive sessions, and if , beforc the 
expiry of the session immediately following the session or the successive sessions 
aforesaid , both Houses agrec in making any modification in the regulation or both 
Houses agree that the regulation should not be made, the regulation shall thercafter 
have effoct only in such modified form or be of no effect, as the case may be; so , 
however, that any such modification or annulment shall be without prejudice to the 
validity of anything previously done under that regulation." .
